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England in Asia Minor. 

Tho Intel-oat of the United Klnjilnm In 
Cheeking Russian Encroachments, 

It is ovidont tbnt any groat military 
changes in Asia Minor would, in tho 
opinion of the best military authori- 
ties, tend to affect India and the se- 
curity of our hold upon it. Tho growth 
or extension of a strong military power 
there would, it is argued, tend to throw 
upon India and ourselves more serious 
permanent charges for military defenso 
than those wo now bear, in certain 
conceivable cases this should, of course, 
be submitted to. Were an indigen- 
ous peaceful power to grow up in 
these regions, however strong it might 
be, it would bo our clear duty to ac- 
cept any additional charge which 
would bo thrown upon us by the more 
neighborhood of such a power, how- 
over peacefully inclined we might 
know it to bo. To act otherwise would 
be to commie tho mistake of Franco 
in trying to prevent tho unity of Ger- 
many in 1870. But thero are other 
cases in which the question is not so 
simple — whero tho military power is a 
foreign ouo and of known aggressive 
character. Tho question, it is urged, 
would then arise how far it may bo ex- 
pedient to tolerate tho approach of 
such a now neighbor, whether there 
can ever bo anything inoro than an 
armed tiuco between us, and whether 
wo should not seek to avoid permauent 
military burdens of an oppressive kind 
by open temporary warfare. Tho 
question is especially important for 
England, because it is quite iutelligi- 
bio that tho introduction of a highly 
developed state of military preparation, 
would alter our social and constitu- 
tional arrangements to an intolerable 
extent. At present wo are tho only 
one among the great European powers 
which has a small army, and that army 
raised by a voluntary enlistment — a 
condition of things which has many 
advantages to compensate its draw- 
backs. But if we ure to be placed in 
dread of immediate attacks by land 
from great military powers on vital 
points of our imperial position, an army 
of this sort may no longer suffice. And 
tho existence of a great military power 
such as Russia in Asia Minor, within 
n short distance of tho Euphrates val- 
ley, and even of tho Suez canal, espe- 
cially allowing for tho circumstances 
that* tho same power is encamped in 
Central Asia, and may make a "de- 
monstration" against India thence, 
would certainly raise tho question 
whethor our military preparations 
should not be wholly changed in 
kind. 

"Wo have thus a keen interest to see 
what Russia does in Asia Minor, and 
tho first events may be of great im- 
portance to us. It may bo tho most 
prudent policy to let ovents take their 
course, to allow Russia to add to her 
traus-Caacasiau territory, without 
check, as it has added to its central 
Asian territory, and submit to tho in- 
creased burden of military preparation 
rather than go to war; but wo shall 
henceforth, if Russia succeeds.aceord- 
mg to tho beat authorities, have only 
two alternatives, and this is tho incou- 
veuieuco of the policy Russia is pur- 
suing. Tho received policy on which 
our statesmen havo long acted is that 
wo should not, anticipate possible fu- 
ture wars by present ones, but it is 
likely enough that thero will bo a strong 
counter-feeling, and thero will he much 
popular discontent if an increase of our 
military burdens is proposed as tho 
result of the present Russian proceed- 
ings. No greater questions of policy 
could well be rrised than those which 
are likely to come boforo us should 
Russia havo a great success on tho 
Asiatic frontier of Turkey. Wo should 
certainly recommend tho postpone- 
ment of any hostile action until Rus- 
sian, art the prize of success, proceeds 
to make serious additions to her terri- 
tory in Asia; but wo fear tho possible 
excitement on the subject, and we 
cannot say that it would ho wholly un- 
justified, 

Uur conclusion then is that in a 
Russia" attack on European Turkey 
wo should stand by for tho present, 
but a Russian attack of Asiatic Turkey 
will be a very serious matter. Tho 
measures to bo taken, if any, should 
occupy most seriously tlio attention of 
tho cabinet and of I'arliamont. In any 
caso tho development of tho Russian 
attack both in Asia and in Europo will 



require tho utmost vigilance. If an 
event occurs to dispose either combat- 
ant to rnako peace, tho government 
should bo prepared with every means 
to use that event to tho utmost, and 
so prevent tho extension of tho war. — 
Loudon Economist April 21st.

THE NEW8. 

Tho opinion esriresaed a few days agoa9 
to tho inevitable success of the Russian 
arms in Asia is confirmed. Leaving 
Kars in liis rear with a sufficient force (o 
beleaguer tho garrison anil prevent it fol- 
lowing the main body, tho Russian Gon- 
eral has pushed forward rapidly towards 
Erzeroum where little or no difficulty is 
anticipated . Mukhtah Pasha continues to 
fall back, dreading a pitched battlo, and 
it is not unlikoly that ho will, in imitation 
of Bazaino at Motz, shut himself up in 
Erzeroum until starved into surrender. If 
telegraphic reports are to bo believed tho 
Turkish General in Asia is thoroughly in- 
competent. Ho says ho has a plan. So 
had General Bourn in the play of thu 
"Grand Duchess"— to keep as far as pos- 
■iblo from tho enomy. The Russians 
took Erzeroum in 1829 and hold it tilltho 
closo of tho war. The armies on the 
Bluo Danube ooiitiu.no to face each other. 
The Russians havo massed 250,000 mon 
on tho Roumanian sido of the river, and 
tho Turks havo about half that number on 
tho Bulgarian sido. High water has pre- 
vented tho bringing forward of pontoons 
by tho Russians, and tho health of both 
camps is bad. There are indications that 
crossings" will bo attempted at sovoral 
points simultaneously. In complianco 
with tho demand of Austria, Russia has 
consented to regard Servia (within the 
limits of which there are two places fav- 
orablo for crossing) as neutral soil, and 
the efforts ef the Russians must bo eon- 
fined to four points on tho river within 
Roumanian territory. Tho agitation in 
England is said to havo subsided in oon- 
sequenco of Gladstone's anti-war speech; 
and it ia assorted that tho Queen has re- 
quested the Premior not to mako war un- 
less the dignity and interests of the realm 
require that step to Tjo talcon. British 
army officers are of opinion tuab Great 
Britain must soon define her position on 
the Eastern Question. But every diy's 
delay adds to the exhaustion of tho Rus- 
sian forces, who, after the present cam- 
pain, will be in no condition to withstand 
tho shock of two adversaries like Great 
Britain and Austria. 

IS THAT ALL ? 



Tho Herald says tho Premier is travel- 
ling in state, and esiimatos the cott of tho 
trip to Cariboo to correct tho yarns of 
Truthful George at §750. As tho trip of 
tho ex-Premier to Cariboo in 1873 cost 
the country nearly £2250, it will bo seen 
that it is in tho interest of true economy 
to continue the presont Premier in office. 
The fact is, howevor.thatthe Premier's ex- 
penses when notongaged in public busi- 
ness are always defrayed by himself. There 
will bo no vouchers smuggled through 
for "horsefeed and liniment," and "va- 
lises" supplied the Attorney-General, as 
was the case with tho former Government. 
Nor will a "coach and four with gold 
galore" be required to transport him from 
Victoria to Cariboo in state. Mr. Elliott 
is travelling by tho regular stage, which 
is good enough accommodation for iiim 
or any other gentleman. By tho way, we 
observe that now that Mr. Walkem's ex- 
penses are borne by himself he is also 
content to travel with and occupy the 
same seat as ordinary mortals. "How 
.havo the mighty," etc.

Montreal, May 22.— At a meeting of 
tho adherents of Rov. Jas. Roy, hold last 
evoning, it was deoided to oull the now 
church tho John "Wesloy Congregation 
Church. Tho principles of the new church

1. That we whoso names aro hereunto 
appended havo confidence in ono another

Editor Colonist:— This, as to numbers, 
inconsiderable tribe of tho Quakuil nation, 
has had for some years past ovil notoriety 
with Victorians and others possessing 
some knowledge of tho natives of our 
Noithwest Coast. 

Previously emboldened by successful 
blackmailing of homeward bound canoes- 
of Chemsyan, Haida or Alaska Indians, 
the Weekeno struck at higher game some 
nine years ago, when threo men of tho 
tribe murdored tho cousins Knight and 
scuttled and sank their sloop Kingfisher. 
Two of tho tribe, now in prison hero, havo 
furnished particulars, so at length, it is to 
bo hoped, tho alleged culprits will bo 
brought to trial. 

If credit can be given to tho btory late- 
ly published in Tun Colonist of Coma, 
the Nimkish Indian, tho Weekeno havo an- 
other serious charge to meet, namely, that 
of having treacherously massacred Oapt. 
Aiusley and tive others, some of them of- 
ficers of tho U. S. Army, who with Coma 
escaped in a boat from tho sinking steam- 
er Goorgo S. Wright. Coma stated yon- 
terday, in tho hearing of myself and 
others, that Capt.Ainsley had to be forced 
away from tho boat, which sank very soon 
after thoy left. Tho Weekono, forty odd 
yours ago, numbered only about HO men; 
now there are perhaps not more than '20 
of them. Drunkenness and othor debau- 
chery havo, in a greater ratio reduced boi- 
tor known tribes of tho same nation. It is 
soldom that the moaning of Indian names 
can be ascertained. "Weekenoch" signi- 
fies "the oarrying people," from Weekka 
"to carry ," as they by portages got their 
cunoos up a stream in River's Inlot to 
fresh-water lakes— and onoch, people. The 
terminal syllables, "enoch," "etoch," "tan- 
och"$m&"tock" frequently but not invari- 
ably signify "people" in tho dialects of 
tho Quakuil language, as do "umish" and 
i'amisii" amongst tho tribes ofPugot Sound 
U.S. —and of the B.C. Coast up to Bute 
Inlet, inclusive. Ou the wost coast of 
Vancouver "aht" is tho terminal usually 
meaning people; amongst tho Chemsyan 
nation "kit" is generally tho prolix for tho 
sumo word. 

Should tho second sorious charge 
against tho Wookono bo established, it 
should prove a solemn lesson to our Pro- 
vincial Government iu tho future, to ad- 
hero to tho old time way of tho Hudson's 
Hay Company, and iu respect to Indian 
aggression to "resist tho beginnings of 
evil," in short, not to leave snob an out- 
rage as the murder of tho Knights unat- 
tended to for nine weeks, much loss bo 
for nine years.

Vienna, June G. — Semi-official Journal 
de Petersburg, adverting to peaco rumors, 
says diplomacy had better not pronounce 
iu favor of any definite plan until decisive 
events havo occurred on tho buttle fields. 
The terms of poaeo must depend upou tho 
oourse of war. 

Cuioago, June 0. — Tho Tribune's Lon- 
don correspondent predicts that though 
the Russians have given out that they will 
not cross tho Danube until the middle of 
tho month, thoy aro seorotly prepar- 
ing for throwing divisions of tho army 
across at Ibrail, Guorgeva, Kalrapsa and 
Turuevrin. This prediction is based on 
reliable telegrams from the front, Two 
batallious of Bulgarian Christians in all 
havo joined the Russians. 

Itocont pe.ico rumors arising from 
Sohouvaloffs visit to Berlin are uufound- 
ed. Bismarck offered at that intorview to 
mediate between England and Russia. 
Schouvaloff positively refused to make 
any agreement without au additional guar- 
antee of neutrality from England, agroo- 
ing that ho would bind Russia not to er- 
tend her territory in Asia further than 
Kars. It is significant time nothing was 
said about Constantinople, which ques- 
tion is still open. 

Tho war foeling here has toned down 
under the influence of Gladstone's speeoh. 
It is said the Queen recently advised the 
Premier to uso moderation and avoid war 
if consistent with tho dignity and inter- 
ests of England. 

The army is gradually boing placed on 
a war footing notwithstanding aBsurauces 
to tho contrary iu Purliauiont. 

A dispatch from Bagnsa, dated Tues- 
day, says the Turkish attack on Mouten- 
egro from the Albania side has commenc- 
ed. Alisaili, with the whole of his forces, 
advanced up tho Pieta Valley, tho object 
being to reach Damlogsad. The Monten- 
egrins met tho attack on tho Hill of Wal- 
jot. Fighting is still raging, but up to 
noon tho Turkish assaults were repulsed. 
Five hundred Turks had been killed; tho 
Montenegrins fight against enormous odds 
— there boing 35,000 regulars and irregu- 
lars against them alono. 

Manchester, June G. — A Vienna des- 
patch says that since tho commencement 
of the great heat tho health of tho Rus- 
sian army has become worse. 

Financial difficulties are apparent for 
tho last fortuight. 

The troops havo not received addition- 
al war monoy above their regular pay. 
Russia owos, besides, twelve million 
francs to the Rou mania Railway. Rus- 
sian bonds for contracts aro mado payable 
at Kisoheneff and Bangrado. Roumania 
pays them at thirty per cont. discount. 

The Czar takes command of the army 
chiefly because the Grand Duke Nicholas 
aud his chief of staff Nepokitschitzky fre- 
quently disagree. After tho Czar's arriv- 
al a stato of siego will bo proclaimed at 
Bucharest. 

Pakib, June 0. — A telogram has beou 
received from Hcmlin declaring that a 
conspiracy has beou discovered in Servia 
to depose Prinoo Milan in favor of Princo 
of Montonogro.
